day and Monday will

Mrs. Jean etta Taylor, 24, farm 
han d’s wife, who testified K im ­ 
ble had threatened 
her 
with 
violence if she 
told 
anything 
about Sink’s death, was merely 
warned by Kimble not to tell 
about his whisky selling opera­ 
tions, he declared. He said 
he 
had told her to keep still about 
the whisky, or he would inform 
officers that Daniel 
Sink 
told 
him Mrs. Taylor stole $14 and a 
ring from Sink’s home. 
According to Kimble, the last 
tim e he saw Sink alive w as 
a 
week before the fire which des­ 
troyed Sink’s home, from 
the 
ruins of which a body the state 
declares was Sink’s was taken. 


In Crim inal Court The 
Report 
Shows 58 Cases Pending Now 
As Against 45 Year Ago 


A volume of 
business 
went 
through the Rush Circuit court 
last year, according to the an ­ 
nual report compiled hy Leon­ 
ard Barlow, county clerk, which 
is being forwarded to the State 
Legislative Bureau today. 
There 
were 333 
civil 
suits 
docketed during the year, and 
1S2 left over at the end of the 
previous year, m aking a total of 
515 law suits on the books dur­ 
ing the year. This number was 
reduced by 317, which were dis­ 
posed of during the past 
year, 
leaving for the new 
year 
222 
suits pending trial. 
With 18 2 cases left over 
for 
the first of Jan uary last year, 
and 333 new suits 
filed, there 
were also 24 cases venued to this 
court from other counties, m ak ­ 
ing a total of 539 cases 
which 
were active during the year. 
These cases were disposed of 
as follows, according to the an ­ 
nual report: 
venued 
to 
other 
counties 18 , dism issed 
without 
trial 105, dism issed with 
judg­ 
m ents rendered 194, or a total 
of 317. Taking this 
317 
away 
from the 539 active cases left a 
balance of .222 suits 
pending 
when the new year opened. 
There were also 101 letters of 
adm inistration issued last year 
and 
25 
guardianships. 
There 
were eleven decrees of foreclo­ 
sure entered and 3 sheriff sales. 
Eleven 
persons were adjudged 
of unsound mind. 
In the crim inal division of the 
court, the report shows 45 cases 
on the docket the first of last 
year, and 58 pending the first of 
this year. There were 120 filed 
during the year, 
of which 
76 
were dism issed and 31 in which 
judgm ents were entered. 
The report shows 
also 
th at 
one divorce was granted during 
the year to every fifth m arriage. 
There were 150 m arriage licen­ 
ses and 30 divorces granted. 
Of the divorces 
granted, 
17 
were given to the 
wives, 
and 
13 to the husbands.

Wind, W ater and Tide 
Drives 
Thousands From Homes And 
Takes Heavy Toll In Lives 


London, 
Jan . 
7—(u.R)—Wind, 
water, 
and 
tide 
devastated 
G reat 
Britain 
today, 
drove 
thousands from their hom es 
in 
London, and took a heavy 
toll 
in lives and property. 
Eleven were known 
to have 
been drowned and 
six 
others 
were m issing in London where 
the river Tham es, driven by an 
abnorm ally high tide, left 
its 
banks 
overflowed 
the 
low- 
lying sections of the city. 
It was feared the death 
toll 
would mount due to belated dis­ 
coveries 
of bodies 
in 
flooded 
basem ents. It will be days be­ 
fore the water can be pumped 
from many of the buildings. 
The historic tower of London 
and the 
House of Parliam ent 
were flooded. 
An arm y of rats, routed 
by 
the waters, scurried across Lon­ 
don bridge, and crowds 
which 
had gathered to view the 
de­ 
vastation retreated in fear. 
The river wall burst at W est­ 
m inster, and 
the flood swept 
through th at district, endanger­ 
ing thousands. 
Most of 
those 
drowned were trapped sleeping 
in basem ent apartm ents. 
Mounted 
police 
galloped 
through the 
streets, 
sounding 
the alarm 
men, 
women 
and 
children, 
aroused 
from 
sleep: 
ran into 
the 
streets 
in their 
nightclothes and were assisted 
by police and soldiers to higher 
sections of the city. 
Fire engines and am bulances 
were called but were unable to 
penetrate the flooded areas. 
The w ater was five feet deep 
in the Ham mersm ith, Vauxhall, 
Chelsea, Fulham , and W estmin­ 
ster districts. 
Power plants were put out 
of 
commission and electric 
lights 
failed in m any 
buildings, 
in­ 
cluding 
St. 
Thom as’ hospital. 
The 
w aters 
overflowed 
the 
Tham es em bankment 
between 
Blackfriars and W aterloo 
brid­ 
ges and tram service was su s­ 
pended. Several feet 
of water 
flowed into the 
United 
Press 
building and nearby newspaper 
offices m anned pum ps to save 
the presses. 
Fire engines were sent to a s­ 
sist in the pumping.

eighty -one 
townships in Vermont,

M assachu setts, New York , New 
jjersey , Pennsy lvania, Ohio, In­ 
diana,' and Michigan. 
The corn borer is now k nown 
to exist 
in 13 states, namely , 
M assachu setts, New Hampshire, 
Maine, Rhode Island, Connecti­ 
cu t, Vermont, New York , New 
Jersey , Pennsy lvania, West Vir­ 
ginia, Ohio, Michigan and Indi­ 
ana. 
The borer has moved sou th in

in 
th e Sunday schools thoug h they represent but a 
sm all p a rt of th e na tio n’s population. 
Classes 
dim inish in size as th e ag e of th e ir m em bers 
increases. 


Two of 
th e g reatest 
problem s of 
Bibl^ 
schools are sustaining the interest of adults and 
adolescent youth for even a p a rt of th e year and 
preventing attendance from slum ping during the 
w arm w eather m onths. * This la tte r problem is 
brought forcefully to m ind by th e present

BACK TO 8CNDAY SCHOOL 


Virtually every American native has attend- 


ed Sunday School in some form or shape, some- 
ttsae in his or her life. Many of them quit go- 
ing, and fell by the wayside. 


It can be said without fear of contradiction 


that even in this day of free and compulsory 
•dwation, that more American children receive 
Instructions in Sunday Schools than in other 


the better they like it. 80 popularity is found 
simultaneously for concert music, for radio music 
for phonograph and player piano musk. 


To make the record complete, it should be 


noted, too, that the study of music is increasing 
—more pupils are. learning to play instruments 


Where the Sunday schools fail is not in thai 


they do not establish a contact with the great 
mass of children but in that they fail to make 
that contact secure. All enroll but hardly a ma- 
jority remain as permanent members regular in 
attendance. 
Small children predominate in 


the Sunday schools though they represent but a 
email part of the nation's population. Classes 
Diminish in size as the age of their members 
increases.

schools are sustaining the interest of adults and 
adolescent youth for even a pan of uie year and 
preventing attendance from slumping during the 
warm weather months. • This latter problem is 
brought forcefully to mind by the present drift 
back into the fold after the vacation period. 


Probably since the organization of the first 


Sunday school, it was futile to try to keep the 
summer attendance up to the winter maximum, 
but popularization of the automobile, vacation 
trip and summer cottage made the task a hun- 
dred times harder. Sunday schools and churches 
in hot weather are not less deserted than the 
communities they serve. 


Making the best of these new handicaps, 


the teachers are now at their posts prepared to 
accomplish in eight months work for which they 
should have twelve months.

Mr. Oilliom charges 
fraud and deception, and rather more than in- 
sinuates that the sole purpose of the organiza- 
tion was to make money for those on the inside 
The attack is direct. 
Whether the evil in- 


fluence of this organization in politics when it 
was led by Stephenson and its secret supergov- 
ernment policy, can be reached in a legal pro- 
ceeding is at least problematic. Mr. GilUom's 
main contention, as it seems, is that the state of 
Indiana ought not to stand behind it and act as 
sponsor for it, even to the extent of granting if 
a certificate. The proceedings will be watched 
with interest.

By many persons close to the 


industry it was believed tht 
show might serve as a signa 
for exciting competition among 
manufacturers of lower priced 
cars. 


Marketing of the new Ford 


has served to stimulate the ot- 
her companies and only a few 
days ago, John N. Willys, Presi- 
dent of Willys-Overland, Inc.. 
aroused the trade by stating. 
"There can be no monopoly in 
the light car class." 


Willys announced that the 


new Whippet, shown to all deal- 
ers yesterday, would be in direct 
competition with the least ex- 
pensive cars. 


General Motors officials 
re- 


peatedly have denied an inten- 
tion to compete with Ford at 
the same price levels but the 
new Chevrolet costing 
slightly 


more nevertheless is expected to 
cut into the Ford business.
